The Romulus Recreation Com¬ 
mission, after months of re¬ 
search and interviews, have re¬ 
commended to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally that Debra Dick be 
named Director of Parks and Re¬ 
creation for the city. According 
to McAnally, Dick will assume 
her duties for the city on May 7. 

Upon receiving the recom¬ 
mendations McAnally said: 
“I’ve known Mrs. Dick for many 
years and I believe that, based 
upon her experience and qual¬ 
ifications, the commission has 
made a wise choice. Debra 
meets the job requirements and 
is a Romulus resident.” 

Dick is a 1970 graduate of 
Wayne Memorial High School 
and has been employed by the 
City of Wayne Department of

as the recreation supervisor . 

She is an avid softball and vol¬ 
leyball player and has partici¬ 
pated in the Romulus recreation¬ 
al leagues for the past several 


years. She currently serves on 
the Softball Board of Governors. 
Dick is a District Commissioner 
of the Metro Detroit Amateur 
Softball Association, a member 
of the Michigan Recreation and 
Parks Association and the South¬ 
eastern Michigan Recreation 
Executive Group. 

Dick, who resides in Romulus 
with her husband Ronald and two 
children, is active in the Calvary 
Baptist Church and is vice- 
president of the Wick 
Elementary Parent Teacher 
Association. She replaces Dennis 
Davidson, who will move to City 
Hall where he will assume the 
duties of community relations 
director. 

In his new duties as relations 
director, Davidson will coordin¬ 
ate all media releases, be a 
liaison to community groups and 
will assist the industrial coordi¬ 
nator and community develop¬ 
ment director in matters that re¬ 
late to community growth and 


image. 

Davidson is a 6-year employee 
of the city and served the last 4'/2 
years as the director of parks 
and recreation. 

Davidson’s background in¬ 
cludes experience in sales and 
both the electronic and print 
media. During his six years in 
broadcasting, Davidson spent 
three years as news and sports 
director for the American 
Forces Network in 
Bremerhaven, West Germany, 
while serving in the U.S. Army. 

He also has worked as a corres¬ 
pondent for United Press Inter¬ 
national and Associated Press 
wire services and currently is a 
field correspondent for the 
Sports Network, covering the 
Detroit Red Wings and the Michi¬ 
gan Panthers. 

“I asked Dennis to leave re¬ 
creation to take this new post,” 
said McAnally “because of both 
his media and sales background. 
We need someone to promote our 
city and sell our ideas.” 


Pay back 

Ex-worker waits for wages

The City of Romulus has spent an estimated 
$20,000 in attorney fees and court costs over the 
past six years in an attempt to overturn court deci¬ 
sions ordering them to pay Raymond Block, a for¬ 
mer city CETA employee who worked for three 
months as animal control officer, back wages from 
Dec. 8, 1978 through April 15, 1980. 

In addition, the city was ordered to pay Block the 
back wages, which total $15,727.94, and interest 
fees of $8,608.36. 

In a letter dated March 9,1984, to Romulus City 
Attorney Ronald Mack from the U.S. Department 
of Labor, the city was instructed to pay Block the 
entire amount “not later than April 6,1984.” As of 
April 10, he had not received the money. 

Block s attorney, Herbert Brail, said he plans on 
filing a “writ of execution,” which would “order 
the United States Marshal to go to the city of Romu¬ 
lus and seize money and property in the amount 
specified, as well as for the cost of doing it. 

‘ ‘This rarely happens in cases like this, involving 
a community,” said Brail. “Usually it only hap¬ 
pens with individuals. It’s extremely rare for a city 
not to honor a court order like this.” 

The letter to Mack also specifies that the interest 
will continue to accumulate until the debt is li¬ 
quidated. 

According to Block, “the whole mess started be¬ 
cause of a misunderstanding. 

“I was fired by former Mayor Oakley for sup¬ 
posedly punching my boss, but that didn’t happen. 
Oakley just took his word for it, fired me, and then 
when he found out the truth, adrrdtted to me he was 
wrong to fire me, but said hercouldn’t go back 
against his decision because it would look bad for 
him if he did.” 

Oakley, who is now employed by the Wayne 
County Road Commission, jokingly said that 
wasn’t true: “I’m far too stubborn to admit I’m 
wrong, even if I am, and the last person I’d tell I 
was wrong would be the person involved.” 

“The city has been shut down every step of the 
way,” explained Brail. “To the best of my know’- 
ledge, there has never been any decision at any 
court or hearing for the City of Romulus or against 
Block. This mandate ordering them to pay was 
handed down in the Cincinnati Court of Appeals, 
which is one step away from the Supreme Court. 
It’s ridiculous that they have pursued it this far. 

Oakley declined to comment further on the case, 
saying only that as far as he knew, the case hadn’t 
even gone to court yet, and that it could do no 
possible good to talk about it. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally says she was not in¬ 
formed of the amount due or the date it was to be 
paid by until April 5, the day prior to the specified 
date. 

“There seems to be a real communication gap 
between the Mayor and the city attorney,” said 
Brail. 

“I knew that Mr. Block had won, but I wasn’t 
aware of any specifics,” said McAnally, who inher¬ 
ited most of the massive court bill from the pre¬ 
vious administration. She explained that “the dye 
had been cast. They had already spent enormous 


amounts of money on the case, so it seemed the 
right thing to do was to follow through —■ there 
wasn’t much more that could be done at that 
point.” 

While the administration was unable to provide 
accurate attorney fees charged to the city on what 
one councilman called “a cut and dried case,” the 
$20,000 estimate may be low, if the period from 
October of 1982 through November of 1983 is any 
indication: according to the city treasurer’s office, 
the bills for that time exceed $5,000. 

Monday night Mack and McAnally tried to rush 
payment through council to avoid any further in¬ 
terest piling up, but the city charter states that 
funds cannot be transferred without a one-week 
time period. 

Meanwhile, Block is having more trouble. 
According to Brail, Mack has hired a Livonia- 
based investigating firm. Casualty Claims Special-

ists to find out if Block worked during the period in 
question. Mack claims to have used the firm many 
times in the past, saying “There’s nothing unusual 
about it.” 

“They’re going to my neighbors’ homes and 
asking all kinds of questions under false pre¬ 
tenses,” said Block. “They say that I’ve appliedfor 
a loan and used them as a reference, or that they’re 
helpinjg me on a worker’s compensation case, just 
out-ana-out lies. . 

“I wouldn’t mind it'they would just tell the truth, 
but Djiy neighbors don’t know what’s going on, so 
I’m I’unning around apologizing to them.” 

Sahdra Schlener, an acquaintance of Block’s, 
says that a man believed to be from the firm “came 
by last Thursday and again on Friday.” 

“He said he was from compensation, and he’d 
like to find out some things so that he (Block) could 
get his money sooner. I knew that wasn’t true, so I 
asked him to leave,” she said. 

Mary Robbins, who lives next door to Block, was 
also visited. 

“This lady came to my home and told me Mr. 
Block had filed for a loan application and that she 
needed to ask a few questions about him. Then she 
started asking me things like who lives in his house, 
what kind of people visit him, what kind of vehicles 
they drive, things like that. I asked her who she 
worked for. 

“She said she couldn’t tell me. and I asked her 
why she was asking such stupid questions. She was 
very nervous and unsure of herself. 

Some neighbors were left cards from Casualty 
Claims Specialists with the name James Asch on 
them. When contacted, Asch stated that “every¬ 
thing regarding our investigations is confidential, 
including Mr. Block’s case. We can’t divulge any of 
that, and that’s about aU I can say.” 

When pressed though, whether or not those kind 
of tactics were the norm, as opposed to direct ques¬ 
tioning, Asch replied “No — those methods are not 
used all the time.”

Thursday, April 12, 
there will be a public meeting in 
the council chambers located at 
city hall to allow residents to 
voice their opinions and feelings 
regarding the proposed project. 

The MDOT is also considering 
a noise abatement project that 
would run north and south of 1-94 
from Ozga to Shook Roads. 
MDOT personnel will be avail¬ 
able in the afternoon and evening 


on the hearing date to assist in 
terested individuals. 

They will be available from 
3:30-5 p.m. exclusively to discuss 
the Ozga-Shook project, and 
from 7-8 p.m. to discuss both the 
Ozga-Shook and Wayne Road 
projects.

Hearing airs rezoning 


A public hearing is scheduled 
for 7 p.m. Monday, April 16 in the 
Romulus City Council Chambers 
for the rezoning of a parcel of 
land on Huron River Drive just 
south of the Huron River Estates 
subdivision. The proposed rezon¬ 
ing is from Ml (light industrisl) 
to residential. The rezoning is 
being asked for to develop a 
Planned Unit Development area, 
according to a city spokesman. 

The planned unit development 
concept is intended to provide a 
degree of flexibility in the reg¬ 
ulation of land development and 
the arrangement of uses. 
Through this option more crea-? 
live approachs to development 
can be utilized which take better 
advantage of the special charac¬ 
teristics of the land than would 


be possible through the strict en¬ 
forcement of the ordinance, he 
added. 

The basic premise of PUD is to 
provide single unit housing using 
the condominium concept. The 
land will be owned by all the resi¬ 
dents under a homeowners’ asso¬ 
ciation and will provide property 
and street maintenance. Recrea¬ 
tion areas will also be provided 
within the development. 

“This is definitely not low in¬ 
come housing” said Director of 
Building Safety David Paul, "the 
units will be priced from $40,000 
and up.” 

Paul added that this will be a 
new concept in subdivision con¬ 
trolled housing, "it’s a condomi¬ 
nium concept only with single 
family homes.” 


Mack backs extension 


Urged by Wayne County Com¬ 
missioner Milton Mack, the Pub¬ 
lic Works Committee of the 
Wayne County Commission has 
endorsed a proposed ordinance 
allowing seven years minimum 
for paying assessed costs of 
drain repair and maintenance. 

By extending to seven years 
the present three-year period for 
paying these costs, the ordinance 
modes of transportation. The de¬ 
velopment of that resource is the 
key to keeping the tax rate at its 
present low levy and still be able 
to provide needed services to the 
people who live here,’’ she 
added. 

“Growth is essential if we are 
to maintain and expand the ser¬ 
vices we are currently provided 
and if our young people are to 
have jobs in the future,” she ex¬ 
plained to the crowd. 

The enthusiasm of the group 
grew as land holders and de¬ 
velopers discussed their plans 
for existing properties and facili¬ 
ties in the city. Mayor Beverly 
McAnally offered the help of 
staff courage and facilitate 
their efforts. 

Also heard from were Chuck 
Hazen of the Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Commerce; Richard 
Viskochil, community develop¬ 
ment director; David Paul, in¬ 
dustrial coordinator; Debbie 
Schneider of the Wayne County 
E.D.C.; Dennis Meagher, city 
planner and John B. Lewkowicz, 
city treasurer. 


The final meeting of the econo¬ 
mic development group will be 
held in May when plans will be 
revealed for the implementation 
of strategies developed through 
the series of meetings.

Window shooting 
spree near airport 

Automobiles parked near the 
Metro Airport hotels and motels 
found themselves the targets for 
the B.B. gun-wielding crook late 
Thursday night and into the ear¬ 
ly hours of Friday, as at least 14 
cars were reportedly vandalized 
with numerous broken windows. 


Enthusiasm was the key word 
last Friday as Romulus city offi¬ 
cials, county, and state repre¬ 
sentatives met with major land 
holders, realtors and developers 
during the third of four economic 
development “brainstorming” 
sessions at the Romulus Holiday 
Inn. 

In opening remarks, Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally wel¬ 
comed the group, telling of the 
many resources and attributes of 
the city and outlined her admi¬ 
nistration’s goal of promoting 
and developing those resources 
to the benefit of the total com¬ 
munity. 

"Some of the most effective 
tools for economic recovery and 
development are solely in the 
hands of local governments,” 
said McAnally. “Matters of zon¬ 
ing, ordinance interpretation 
and enforcement, provisions of 
incentives; revenue bonds, EDC 
assistances and tax abatements, 
are all the perogatives of local 
officials. 

“The City of Romulus is one of 
the few communities in the 
Wayne County area that has an 
abundance of properly zoned 
vacant land that is adjacent to all 
and is intended to provide relief 
for taxpayers with limited or 
fixed income who own large par¬ 
cels of land. Mack explained. 
The committee set April 24 for a 
public hearing on the ordinance. 

Mack, the vice-chairman of 
the committee and author of the 
ordinance, said it is "necessary 
because major banks have 
changed from previous policy of 
issuing seven-year notes to 
issuing only three-year notes. 

“Without the ordinance, this 


constitutes an undue hardship,” 
said Mack. “Take, for example, 
a widow living on a 200 acre 
farm. People like this simply 
cannot afford to pay some of 
these huge costs.” 

Mack said that southern 
Wayne County communities, 
particularly Huron and Sumpter 
Townships, have long been pla¬ 
gued with poor drainage condi¬ 
tions, and that charges for clean¬ 
ing one mile of drain costs be- 
tween $20,000 to $40,000. 
Although the drains belong to the 
county, state statutes limit coun¬ 
ty funding to $800 per mile, with 
the remainder assessed to prop¬ 
erty owners, he explained. 

“We’re talking about assess¬ 
ments that commonly amount to 
$3000 or $4000 and that is for 
clean-out only,” Mack empha¬ 
sized. “This ordinance is a mea¬ 
sure meant to protect people 
from losing their lands due to tax 
bills that are too heavy. When 
loss of property is threatening, it 
is a matter that deserves serious 
attention.” 

Mack stressed that the ordi¬ 
nance would not prohibit the 
banks from issuing three-year 
notes, but would prevent the 
County from collecting the 
assessments in fewer than seven 
years. Neither would the ordi¬ 
nance prohibit voluntary early 
payment, he said. 

Mack said a separate issue 
that needs addressing is whether 
property owners should be re¬ 
quired to pay at all for drains 
that are a part of the county’s 
system. “If the drains were 
cleaned properly and not left un¬ 
attended for so many years, we 
could budget the costs.”

HURON TOWNSHIP BOARD

April 4, 1984 

The Public Hearing was called to order by Supervisor A. J. Haener at 7:02 

Board Members present: Bates, Carey, Gamber, Geierman, Puskar and 
Haener 

Absent: Ashby 

Mr. Haener stated: “This Public Hearing is being held on the request by 
Lyon Development Company, P.O. Box, New Hudson, MI 48165, for a 
Special Condition Use Permit, under township Zoning Ordinance No. 20, 
to construct a sanitary landfill on property located on the northwest 
corner of 1-275 and Sibley Road, between Sibley Road and Pennsylvania 
Road, (Tax Item number 05EE2al, 05E1,05F1, and 05EEla), and on the 
request for a sanitary landfill permit under Ordinance 81-3 “Huron 
Township Soil Excavation and Landfill Ordinance,’’ and variances of 
Ordinance No. 81-3 sections 6(k), 7(c), 8(e), and 4(d).” 

James Collier, Attorney for Lyon Development Company, stated that 
this is the last step in phase 1 of the Huron Township landfill project. The 
Township Board adopted an anti-landfill ordinance and the people 
approved the millage to fight the landfills, so they would now proceed 
with phase 2. 

Mr. (jollier left the meeting at 7:12 P.M. 

Michael Patrick, 19010 Craig St. asked what time of the year the water 
table studies had been done on the property and if that would have a 
bearing on the permit being issued. He also mentioned an open pond on an 
adjacent parcel of land with very clear blue water in it. 

Roy Raker, 17340 Wahrman Road: Expressed many concerns on the 
location of the proposed B.F.I. landfill due to the direction of the water- 
flow in the area, farming, the run-ofT after completion of the project, 
the land/property values, livelihood of people in the area, the leachate in 
the future, and felt that recycling and resource recovery programs 
should be forthcoming. 

Louise Bosman, 30862 West Road, stated that she shared the same con¬ 
cerns as Mr. Raker but was also concerned about the bird problems, the 
low-flying aircraft, the proximity of the runways to the Huron Township 
and the proposed site of the landfill. She quoted statistics for the 1978 
F.A.A. birdstrike study. She felt that a landfill anywhere in Huron 
Township would be irresponsible because we are an agricultural com¬ 
munity, agriculture attracts birds and so do landfills. She stated that she 
would oppose a landfill being placed anywhere near the airport in adja¬ 
cent communities such as Romulus, Taylor. Brownstown or Huron. Also 
said that the water table in Huron Township is too high. 

A suggestion from the audience that the Wyandotte officials should be 
informed that leachate would be trucked into their city to be disposed of 
at the sewage treatment plant due to the overloading of the Flat Rock 
treatment plant. 

Vicki Lyons informed the audience that the Wayne County Solid Waste 
Planning Committee will be holding public hearings on the County Solid 
Waste Plan on April 17th at the City-County Bldg, (all day) and on April 
18th at the Wayne County Intermediate School District Auditorium on 
Van Born Road in Wayne from 7 P.M. to 11 P.M. She urged all interested 
persons to make a statement at those hearings. 

The Public Hearing was closed at 7:48 P.M. 

The following Resolution was read by Mary Lou Carey, Clerk; 

MOTION TO ADOPT FINDINGS AND TO DENY 
LYON DEVELOPMENT COMPANY APPLICATION 
FOR SPECIAL CONDITION USE PERMIT 

I move that the Huron Township Board adopt the following findings 
and, based upon those findings, deny the Lyon Development Company 
Application for Special Condition use Permit under Huron Township 
Ordinance No. 20, as amended, known as the Zoning Ordinance, for the 
following reasons: 

1. Section 43.51.05 of Ordinance No. 20, as amended, provides, 
“Before the Board of Appeals issues a Permit, the Township Board 
shall find that the granting of said Permit shall not be injurious to 
the public health, safety and welfare of the Township and its re¬ 
sidents ; there has been compliance with all the requirements and 
standards of this Ordinance, and the other applicable Township 
Ordinances, standards and regulations; the proposed operation 
will not create an unreasonable hazard, annoyance or inconveni¬ 
ence to the owners or occupants of nearby property; will not signi¬ 
ficantly change the character of the neighborhood or unreasonably 
reduce the value of nearby property; and will not create any signi¬ 
ficant obstacle to the implentation of the Zoning Plan as evidenced 
by this Ordinance and the Master Plan of the Township.’’ 

The Township Board find that the Lyon Development Company has 
failed to demonstrate to the satisfaction of this Board that the construc¬ 
tion and operation of the proposed sanitary landfill in accordance with 
the proposal contained in the application meets the requirements of 
Section 43.51.05 of the Township Zoning Ordinance. 

A. The Township Board finds that the granting of the Permit may 
be injurious to the public health, safety and welfare of the 
Township and its residents for all of the reasons stated in the 
findings and recommendations contained in the minutes of the 
Huron Township Planning Commission meeting of February 21. 
1984, which are adopted as findings by this Township Board, and 
for all of the reasons stated in the sub-sections of this Motion which 
follow, all of which are incorporated herein by reference. 

B. The Huron Township Board finds that there has not been com¬ 
pliance with all of the requirements and standards of the Zoning 
Ordinance, nor with the requirements of Huron Township Ordi¬ 
nance No. 81-3, the Soil Excavation and Landfill Regulatory Ordi¬ 
nance, nor with the requirements of the standards and regulations 
laid out in the Township Master Use Plan, for the reasons stated in 
the findings and recommendations of the Huron Township Plan¬ 
ning Commission adopted at its meeting of February 21, 1984, 
which are hereby adopted as findings by this Board and incorpo¬ 
rated herein by reference as though set forth fully herein. 

C. The Huron Township Board finds that the proposed operation 
will create an unreasonable hazard, annoyance and inconvenience 
to the owners or occupants of nearby property, for the reasons 
stated in the minutes and recommendations of the Huron Township 
Planning Commission adopted at its meeting of February 21,1984, 
which are hereby adopted as findings by this Board and incorpo¬ 
rated herein by reference as though set forth fully herein. 

D. The Huron Township Board finds that the proposed operation 
will significantly change the character of the neighborhood and 
unreasonably reduce the value of nearby property, for the reasons 
stated in the minutes and renommendations of the Huron 
Township Planning Commission adopted at its meeting of Febru¬ 
ary 21, 1984, which are hereby adopted as findings by this Board 
and incorporated herein by reference as though set forth fully 
herein. 

E. The Huron Township Board finds that the proposed operation 
will create a significant obstacle to the implementation of the 
Zoning Plan as evidenced by this Ordinance and the Master Plan of 
the Township, for the reasons stated in the minutes and recom¬ 
mendations of the Huron Township Planning Commission adopted 
at its meeting of February 21,1984, which are hereby adopted as 
findings by this Board and incorporated herein by reference as 
though set forth fully herein.

Over-worked and underpayed 
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Forgotten friends 


During a recent interview I 
asked Wayne County Executive 
William Lucas to rate the per¬ 
formance of Commissioner Milt 
Mack. Without hesitation he cal¬ 
led the Wayne Democrat “the 
best commissioner oh the 
board.” 

Of course that response isn’t' 
shocking since Mack and Lucas 
have more often than not been on 
the same wave length in terms of 
favoring a strong executive in 
county government. What does 
come as a surprise is the fact that 
Mack’s disassociation from pow¬ 
er brokers and party machine 
strategists apparently has even 
surprised Lucas himself. 

“Milt is a young, ambitious 
politician,” Lucas said. “He de¬ 
fies special intersts. He doesn’t 
follow the crowd. That may hurt 
him from a political standpoint 
in the future. 

“I just wish there were seven 
more Macks on the board. He’s 
the class of the crowd.”

Mack laughs at such unsoli¬ 
cited plaudits.

“But I 
don’t regard myself as an ambi¬ 
tious young politician. I avoid 
being ambitious — ambition can 
be consuming. 

“I was happy being a (Wayne) 
councilman,” he continued.

The first thing I noticed about him was his 
obvious disinterest in conversation. 

That alone would have piqued my curiosity, 
but there was something more about him that 
somehow intrigued me. I had gotten into his 
cab on one of Washington D.C.’s busiest 
streets, and being a frequent visitor to our na¬ 
tion’s capitol, expected the usual deluge of 
small talk from the taxi driver. The strain and 
silence which was nearly palpable around this 
man was highly unorthodox in my experience 
with his professional counterparts. 

“Nice day, isn’t it?” I said. “Yes, it is,” 
came the succinct reply, as I recall. Silence 
engulfed the moving cab. 

The short, strained response had come with 
an accent, as is often the case with Washington 
drivers. “Where are you from?” I tried as a 
conversational gambit. My curiosity was at a 
fever pitch by now, prompted, I guess, by the 
attitude, the body language, the obvious dis¬ 
tress of by companion. “Iran,” came his brief 
answer. 

“How long have you been here, in this coun¬ 
try?” I queried, never being one to give up 
easily. Success at last. His tale began. He told 
me of his departure from Iran, of his father’s 
service to the Shah of his country. He talked of 
living in Detroit with a cousin who is a heart 
surgeon, working in a city hospital. He poured 
out his story, apparently grateful that some¬ 
body cared enough, finally, to ask. 

His mother, he said, had not been heard from 
for three years. He has a brother and a sister in 
this country. His sister has married an Amer¬ 
ican citizen, so “she is safe.” But he is not. He 
has applied for political asylum, afraid to re¬ 
turn to his homeland. 

“What would happen if you were forced to go 
back?” I inquired. “They would send me to 
fight the war in Iraq,” came his quick re¬ 
sponse. 

“Well, I’m sure you would look forward to 
that, wouldn't you?” was my attempt to offer a 
little comic relief to the tragic tale. “Not real¬ 
ly,” he laughed nervously. 

He then explained that he was a student at 
George Washington University, studying com¬ 
puters. It had been more than a year since the 
Department of Immigration and Naturaliza¬ 
tion had received his plea for sanctuary. He 
had been pleading his case with no response 


and catalogued his frustration in attempting to 
make the bureacracy understand that it was 
not safe for him to ever go home. His father, he 
explained, had been in charge of the senate, 
post office during the Shah’s regime, and 
although my friend had now discovered his 
father’s whereabouts, he was uncertain of his 
parent’s welfare. 

Old friends. How often, as a country, we 
forget them. It seems we grow somehow weary 
under the burden of carrying the load of rela¬ 
tionships such as the one we knew in Iran. And 
yet, when past allies become less than friendly, 
if not overtly hostile, we feel the loss. Under the 
classification of politics, we have experienced 
so many times the change of alliances, the ex¬ 
change of political camps. 

How many lost souls are there in the world of 
Vietnamese or Cambodian heritage who are 
living victims of political estrangements? How 
many others, from myriads of other countries, 
have been lost in the winds of governmental 
hurricanes? How many have been pulled into 
the whirlpool of human existance by circumst¬ 
ance and condition not of their choosing and 
certainly out of their control ? 

Some things, we know, are beyond our efforts 
to harness or control. The “learn the difference 
between what we can change and what we 
can't” axiom offers a great deal of wisdom and 
truth for us all. Sometimes we do not change 
the things we can, or appreciate the fact that 
we do have that degree of control. 

My Iranian friend, with tomorrow’s fate un¬ 
certain, wheels his cab through the streets of 
Washington attempting to derive an income to 
pay for his college studies. He is hoping for an 
opportunity to pursue the option of choice. A 
chance to choose, to control, even moderately, 
his own fate, something we all take for granted 
every day. We have the ability, in this country, 
to determine our own destiny. 

Perhaps more of our time and energy should 
be spent in being gratefLil for the opportunity— 
for that freedom of choice. It woiild seem that 
all of us need to appreciate what we still do 
have, rather than immersing ourselves in be¬ 
moaning the lack of things we wish we had.

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Adequate child care is a federal issue 


As a nation, we must deal with the increasing need for child care for 
the many school-aged children who must fend for themselves while 
their parents are at work. Some estimate that there are 2 million 
i school-aged children under 4 who are unattended during before- and 
after-school hours. Others say that up to 6 million school-aged chil- 
dren are in this situation. What does not vary is the increased need 
I registered to local program providers. 

The existing child care programs are too few in number to 
accommodate these children. In addition, most existing programs 
are ill-equipped to deal with the special physical and developmental 
needs of school-aged children. 

There is some divergence of opinion over the incidence of mental 
and physical harm resulting from lack of supervision, boredom or 
isolation. However, the National Safety Council reports that more 
I. than 6,000 unattended children aged 5-14 die each year from uninten¬ 
tional injuries, including more than 1,000 in fires. The likelihood of 
accidents continues to be of major concern to parents. A 1983 survey 


of families in Virginia and Minnesota found that most parents of 
unattended school-age children worried about accidents. The study 
was conducted by the U.S. Department of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices and included families with children aged 5 to 14. 

Traditionally, the mother of the family has been the primary 
caretaker. This conception of the family is changing, as economic 
reality has resulted in 59 percent of all mothers with children under 18 
entering the work force. This percentage represents 18 million 
women, whose needs for adequate and affordable child care services 
are largely unmet. 

Current child care initiatives are helpful, but inadequate. For inst¬ 
ance, indirect federal assistance for child care is provided in the 
form of tax credits for child care expenses. Tax credits are helpful to 
many middle and upper income families, but they do not directly 
assist communities and service providers in meeting the need for 
child care services. Title XX social service funds also are a very 
important source of indirect federal support for child care. But Title

XX funding is insufficient and most communities use their Title XX 
child care funds to serve preschool-aged children. 

The School Facilities Child Care Act, sponsored by Senator Don 
Riegle (D-Michigan) and Congresswoman Patricia Schroeder (D- 
Colorado), is a step in the right direction. Under the bill, approx¬ 
imately $15 million to $30 million would be authorized for grants to 
nonprofit organizations to conduct child care programs in public 
school buildings before and after school. 

The use of already existing public school facilities can be cost- 
effective approach for many communities and child care service 
providers. Schools may have unused classrooms and other facilities 
that can be put to productive use in serving the community. Unlike 
most existing child care facilities, which are not designed for school- 
aged children, school facilities already have the right sized chairs 
and tables, rest rooms and drinking fountains. 

Equally important, a school-based child care program can help to 
improve the relationship between the school and parents, as the 
schools demonstrate their understanding of one of the biggest prob¬ 
lems facing working parents, and demonstrate their willingness to 
help. 

Use of public school facilities as child care sites will especially 
benefit the many working parents who cannot leave their jobs during 
the day to accompany their children from school to child care facili¬ 
ties. These parents will have the satisfaction of knowing that their 
children can easily make a safe transition from school to after-school 
care. 

There are some members of Congress who do not think that child 
care is a federal issue. We should remember that, at one time, high¬ 
ways were not a federal issue. Nor were wage and hour or food and 
drug purity laws considered federal issues. But as our society 
evolved, so did our concept of the role of the federal government. If 
we fail to act, not only will we have failed our children, we will have 
failed as a nation. It has been said that the moral test of government 
is how that government treats those in the dawn of life, the children

Granted, at any given time we can make or 
: break a person. By the whirr of a camera or the 
i pounding of a typewriter, we can portray a 
; person as no good dirty rat or the next best 
, thing to Joan of Arc. There is power in the 
word, both spoken and written, and it is why 
, rtiany of us in this profession go to extreme 
means to prove what we say is not falsehood, 
but fact. 

But then again there are those of us who 
; become so involved in what we do that we lose 
■Sight of what is true and not true. Yes, we listen 
to rumors. More times than not those rumors 
contain a grain of truth. More times than not 
the discerning reporter uses his talents (yes, 

: Virginia, it does take talent to do this job), his 
sense of caution and a nose for news to find out 
-what is engrandiseraent and what is fact. 

Ah, but there are those of us who do not take 
the time to do that and for that reason the pro¬ 
fession as a whole is tarnished by those well- 
founded accusations of misrepresentation and 
sensationalism. 

It has only been eight months since I last 
wore the hat of news editor at Associated 
Newspapers. It was not an easy role to fill then 
Vand is even more so now. But as I assume this 
Jjob again I would like to make one thing — to 
uquote a famous, but somewhat notorious per- 
|son—perfectly clear. Rumor has it that it is as 


the result of a story which appeared in last 
week’s Wayne and Westland editions, which 
focused on alleged misconduct by two mem¬ 
bers of the Wayne-Westland Board of Educa¬ 
tion, I got this “big promotion.” 

If that were the case then my byline would 
not read ANP News Editor. My honesty and 
integrity cannot be bought for a mere title. If 
that were the case, then the masthead of those 
two editions should carry some indication that 
we affiliated with a notorious national tabloid 
that has been accused of pandering falsehoods. 

I take offense to such rumors. I guess be¬ 
cause I have been the brunt of so few. Most I 
shrug off with a laugh or a snappy comment, 
but this I can’t. I did not spend four long years 
at Wayne State University in the best journal¬ 
ism school in the state to have my ethics 
assaulted. My ethics are not for sale, and those 
that know me know that. I respect a person’s 
right to make comments off the record. I try, 
and admittedly I am only human and may fail 
at times, to get the facts straight. 

I have chosen not to judge those who I men¬ 
tioned in my article; and yes, it was the result 
of listening to rumors ... rumors that were not 
spread within the walls of Associated News¬ 
papers, but within the boundaries of the 
Wayne-Westland Schools. It was, I have to 
admit, a rumor I had heard years ago, but had 
shrugged off, that a bell sounded in my head at 
a school board meeting. My curiosity was 
aroused. 

To those who would try to discredit my field, I 
say, go ahead. I stand by what I write. 
If you justified in such criticism, feel free. Yes, 
I am news editor of Associated Newspapers, 
but it is a job that was given to me out of respect 
for my work. 

Some may snigger and ask how it feels to 
have the shoe on the other foot... but they did 
not sit for 10 weeks in a Law of the Press class 
that drummed into the heads of future repor¬ 
ters what is right and what is wrong. 

I know right from wrong, and if I by chance 
cross that fine line I would hope you, the public, 
will let me know. There only a few things I hold 
dear ... my family, my profession and my 
ethics.

The silence was immense as John Her¬ 
rington manuevered his wheelchair near 
the master of ceremonies. His face, etched 
with emotions, reflected the agony of a man 
who was proud and for some strange twist of 
fate was made humble. 

A lesser man would have probably sue 
cumbed to fate. 

“I want you to know that I really appreci¬ 
ate what you all have done for me, ” Herring¬ 
ton said. “God bless all of you.” 

What this crowd of 250 persons, mostly 
members of the Wayne-Westland Over 30 
Hockey League, had accomplished was to 
raise more than $3,000 toward the purchase 
of a specially-equipped wheelchair. 

Herrington, a quadriplegic, does not have 
I the use of his body and hands. In order to 
manuever the special wheelchair a unique 
breathing device is needed to activate the 
I wheelchair’s mechanism. 

Herrington played hockey in the league 
I before that ill-fated dive in the lake five 
years ago. He was the “guest of honor ’ at 
the anual Wayne-Westland hockey banquet 
staged Saturday at the Wayne Ice Arena 
facilities. 

In making the presentation of the check, 
master of ceremonies Ed Spontack, noted 
“ ... that we hope our efforts will brighten 
John’s life. It is an honor and a pleasure to 
know him and this is but a small token of our 
appreciation.” 

'The drama did not end with the ceremony. 

A raffle followed and as each winner was 
declared, the winner immediately turned 
over the prize to the fund. 

Howard Flemming, a senior member of 
the league who, although in his “sixties” 

[ competes for Futurama, won the $300 first 
place raffle money and he donated the prize 
to the fund. As each of the winners were 
announced, they, too, offered the money to 
help purchase the wheelchair. 

Even the kitchen crew got into the act. Pat 
Hrown, owner-proprietor of Mic-Dago Pub, 
whose employes helped to prepare the food 
donated $100. 

“There are many skeptics who don’t be¬ 
lieve that men are basically good. I wish 
that they were here to see the emotion and 
drama in this room ,’ ’ Spontack said. ‘ ‘There 
is an unexplicable feeling about all of this. I 
hope those who read your column are 
touched by all of this. 

‘ ‘The people who responded to our plea for 
help have come through again. Helieve me, 
there are a lot of good people out there.” 

Others are also rallying around the cause . 
The Garden City Lions Club and the United 
Foundation have pledged financial aid. 

“’The reason why John needs a new wheel¬ 
chair is because the one he has is very obso¬ 
lete . They can’t find parts for it partially due 
to the fact that the mechanism is obsolete,” 
Spontack said. 

Hecause the new chair is operated by a 
mouth breathing mechanism , the cost of the 
wheelchair is phenomenal — $7,000. Spon¬ 
tack said that donations are still needed. If 
you haven’t but wish to contribute, send 
your donation to Herrington Fundraiser, 
attention Ed Spontack, 711 South Hawth¬ 
orne, Westland, 48185.

1. DETROIT. Off to a flying 
start, this team is much im¬ 
proved what with the signing 
of free agent Darrell Evans, a 
power hitting first baseman, 
and adding Willie Hernandez, 
a good lefty reliever and Dave 
Bergman, in a trade with Phi¬ 
ladelphia.

Outfield IS probably the best in baseball offensively and defensively 
with the trio of Jim Rice, Tony Armas and Dwight Evans capable of 
hitting 90 or more home runs between them. ’83 batting champ 
Wade Boggs, a third baseman, anchors an infield that is weak 
defensively and lacks speed and power.

Hudson ‘plays over’ injuries to star for Wolfpack 


It was a typical Pierre Hudson 
play.

: Injuries have been the Hud¬ 


son’s only draw back in his bril¬ 
liant athletic career. It’s a 
career that stretches from his 
prep days in Inkster to his final 
basketball games at U of M- 
Dearborn. It’s a career that has 
been filled with honors ... and, 
unfortunately, injuries. 

For three years Hudson was a 
starting guard and a stand-out on 
the Cherry Hill High School bas¬ 
ketball team. Twice his team 
advanced to the regional finals of 
the class B state tournament be¬ 
fore they were knocked out. He 
finished his senior season with a 
17-point average and all-league 
honors and then turned his atten¬ 
tion to the school’s track where 
he was a superb long jumper and 
sprinter. A sure bet all spring to 
make it to the state meet, Pierre 
injured his leg in the regionals 
and missed his golden opportun¬ 
ity in his final year in high school. 

Crushing setback number one. 

He went on to Henry Ford 
Community College where he 
played on the school’s basketball 
team and distinguished himself 
again on the track team. Hudson 
was named a NJCAA All- 


American for his long jump 
effort of 23-feet-ll in 1981. The 
next year he transferred next 
door to University of Michigan- 
Dearborn to continue his studies 
and to play basketball for the 
Wolves. 

The first practice on the first 
day he was with the team Hudson 
went up for a rebound and “just 
came down wrong”. The result 
was a broken anide and a cast 
from his hip to his toe. 

Crushing setback number two. 

That was a bummer and I’m 
not even talking about the pain,” 
said Hudson. “I missed the whole 
season because of that injury.” 

But he made it up the following 
season. Hudson returned to pace 
the Wolves in 1982-83 in scoring 
with a 16.2 average while setting 
a school record for most points in 
a single season with 469 in 29 
games.

It’s hard to figure out Dire Straits. ‘‘Sultans of Swing,” the band’s 
first single back in November of 1978 was admittedly a very good song, 
but it had Bob Dylan written all over it. Many thought it was Dylan, 
because surely there couldn’t be two nasal-tinged monotoned voices 
like that, could there? 

The answer was, of course, an unqualified and resounding yes. 

Since then, the band has released three albums and one ripping E.P., 
all without much fanfare or airplay, and yet they sell out concert halls 
and their records inevitably go gold or platinum (sales of over one 
million units). 

Why? One listen to “Alchemy,” the band’s new double live LP 
explains it. The answer is guitarist Mark Knopfler. 

‘Blithe SpiriV offered 


Knopfler’s guitar work is incredible throughout, turning what wps 
primarily a pop song — ‘ ‘Sultans of Swing” — into a 10-minute exercise 
in musical pyrotechnics. “Telegraph Road,” which was amazingly 
complex yet accesible on last year’s fine “Love Over Gold” album,:is 
even hotter on the 13-minute version here. ! 

Sure, some of the songs may sound the same, but it doesn’t really 
rnatter, because somehow Knopfler refrains from playing the same 
lick twice, and while you marvel at his guitar prowess, the song itself 
sneaks up and makes an impression on its own. 

Other tunes included on the two-LP set are “Going Home,” the 
theme from the award-winning film “Local Hero,” which Knopfler did 
the soundtrack to in his spare time; “Two Young Lovers,” originally 
from the acclaimed “Twisting By the Pool” E.P., and a rollicking 
number called “Solid Rock,” which will undoubtedly be transformed 
into solid gold sales, proving the album’s title correct. 

The Stratocaster hasn’t sounded this good in years.
